It is learned that Falconer, the default- 


ing agent of Bond & Alderdice, has been 
arrested at Davton, Ohio, under the as- 
sumed name of », E, Wise. The Cincin- 
nati Knquirer gives the following version 
of the arrest, which was made at the 
Bec'kcl House: 


"This morning as the young man came 


down to the office to get the morning pa- 
pers, preparatory to breakfast, he wan 
confronted by Mr. Bond with a loaded 
pistol, and of course capitulated.
